Roads and Markets. 
A highly important feature of 
the highways qaestion is the e(- 

fect of ^rnod or bad mads upon 
the local markets and their sup- 
ply. In all the cities and larger 
towns there is a demand for the 
bulkier and heavier products, 
sneh as hay, straw and gram. In 
many -MSI . t\,^ : ..unilingCOUU' 
try is quite capable of suppNIng 
the demand; in all eases it(riioiild 
do so as far as possible; in most 
cases it does not. Instead, sup- 
plies at* branght into tlie towns 
by nil, eanal or river from far a* 
way, perhaps (rom other states, 
while at the aame time, within a 
few miles o(the market thus sup- 
plied, are (armi tiiat have been 
abandoned as not worth working, 
and others whose owners are in 
chronic discontent and despair at 
the apparent impossibility of get- 
ting prolitable prices for their 
crops. In the East they say the 
big farms of the West have mon- 
opolized the markets and so farm- 
ing no longer pays there. Mow, 
one prime secret of the tronble 
in a41 parts of the country, lies in 
had roads which keep the produc- 
er and the consumer apart, by 
making it difficult, .if not impos- 
sihlo, fnr till farmorsto jrot their 
produce to market. The farmer 
ofa^onsanA miles aWayean haul 
his over roads that are so rou^h 
and miry that half u ton is a heavy 
lo4d for a horse to draw even 
slowly. It is not true that farms 
iu the East are no longer produc- 
tive, nor that the Baatem nar- 
ket no lonj;er offers fair prices. 
Nor is it true that in the West 
and South the cost of road im- 
provements would be grater than 
the profits derived by being able 
to haul good loads at all seasons 
of the year. The increase in the 
value of property would a great 
deal more than offiMt the coat of 
good permanent road construction 
as has been proven in liundreds 
of cases all over 'the United 
States and so that argument falls. 
The trouble is the roads between 
the farms and the local markets 
are so bad as to make the cost of 
hauling produce almost equal to 
its value. . Good roads through- 
out the farming regions would do 
more than anything else to re- 
store prosperity to the farmers, 
enabling them to get their pro 
duce to the best jwasible market 
easily, promptly and cheaply. 
Wherever there • are good roads 
there are good farms with easy 
access to good markets, which 
means good prices aiad gifod 
tioiea.—E.\clia litre.
